THE  BOROUGH  OF  MACCLESFIELD 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
Health  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  1958.  As  I  assumed  office 
in  January,  1959,  I  am  sure  that  you  will  not  wish  me  to 
comment  on  work  for  which  I  had  no  responsibility  and  there¬ 
fore  the  report  is  factual. 

The  population  of  the  Borough  at  mid-year  as  estimated 
by  the  Registrar  General  rose  by  130  over  last  year.  The 
number  of  births  increased  by  44  exceeding  deaths  by  88 
whereas  in  1957  deaths  exceeded  births  by  9. 

The  death  rate  and  infant  mortality  rate  show  decreases 
of  1.66  and  9.08  respectively  though  the  neo-natal  death  rate 
shows  an  increase  of  4.34. 

On  behalf  of  Dr.  Dugdale  and  Dr.  Rich  I  have  to  thank 
the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  the 
help  and  interest  which  they  have  given  to  the  department  and 
also  the  Officers  of  other  departments  for  their  help  and  co¬ 
operation.  Thanks  are  also  due  to  all  the  Members  of  the 
department  for  their  loyal  and  efficient  work  throughout  the 

year.

Infant  Deaths 

Of  the  11  infant  deaths,  9  occurred  in  males,  and  2  in 
females. 
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Infantile  Mortality 

The  general  death  rate  shows  a  decrease,  and  the  Infant 
Mortality  Rate  of  19.06  per  1,000  live  births,  shows  a  decrease 
of  9.08  over  1957. 

11  deaths  occurred  during  1958.  4  are  accounted  for  by 
prematurity  and  5  other  causes. 

Of  the  11  infant  deaths  one  was  illegitimate. 

Table  I  shows  the  ages  and  causes  of  death. 


Neo-Natal  Death  Rate 

The  number  of  infantMeaths  during  the  first  four  weeks 
of  life  was  9,  as  compared  with  6  in  1957.  This  makes  the 
death  rate  per  1,000  live  births  15.59,  an  increase  of  4.34  over 
1957.

Scarlet  Fever 

During  the  year  1958,  116  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were 
notified  and  45  cases  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 
In  1957,  62  cases  were  notified  and  33  removed  to  the  Isolation 
Hospital. 

Diphtheria 

During  1958  one  notification  of  Diphtheria  was  received. 

Immunization 

Since  1939  when  immunization  on  a  general  scale  against 
Diphtheria  was  adopted  in  Macclesfield,  12,839  children  have 
been  inoculated.  Analysis  shews  that  at  the  31st  December, 
1958,  there  have  been  treated  1,746  children  of  pre-school  age 
and  4,104  belonging  to  the  5 — 15  age  group,  the  remaining 
6,989  being  over  15  years. 

These  figures  are  shewn  in  tabular  form  (see  Table  V) 
according  to  the  various  age  groups  for  1939  onwards.  Thus 
the  figures  for  those  children  0 — 5  are  shewn  for  each  year  to 
the  right  of  the  top  thick  line,  while  those  of  schoolchildren 
5 — 15  years  are  given  between  the  two  thick  lines,  those  below 
the  lower  left  line  being  over  15  at  the  date  mentioned.  Adjust¬ 
ments  have  been  made  in  reaching  the  final  figures  for  those 
children  of  4  plus,  who  during  the  year  continue  to  pass  from 
the  pre-school  to  the  school  group,  and  also  for  those  of  14 
plus,  who  have  reached  their  fifteenth  birthday,  and  are 
therefore  excluded  from  the  5 — 15  school  group. 


Enteric  Fever 

No  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  were  notified  during  the  year. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia 

3  cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  were  notified  during  the 
year,  all  from  West  Park  Hospital.

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EXAMINATION  OF  MILK— 1958 


During  the  year,  12  samples  of  milk  were  submitted  for 
examination  as  to  their  Cleanliness  and  Keeping  Quality. 

1.  Accredited  Milk,  No  samples  of  accredited  milk 
were  examined. 

2.  Pasteurised  and  Sterilised  Milk.  4  samples  of  such 
milk  were  examined  and  proved  to  be  of  wholesome  character, 
and  passed  the  required  standard. 

3.  Undesignated  Milk,  No  samples  were  examined 
during  the  year. 

4.  Tuberculin  Tested  and  T.T,  Pasteurised  Milk.  8 

samples  were  taken,  all  of  which  passed  the  required  standard. 


THE  TOWN’S  WATER  SUPPLY 

1.  The  water  supply  of  the  area  was  satisfactory 
in  quality,  but  to  maintain  a  sufficient  quantity  it  was 
necessary  to  supplement  supplies  by  pumping  from  the  bore¬ 
holes  from  the  14th  April  to  the  31st  May. 

2.  The  periodical  bacteriological  examinations  of  the  raw 
and  filtered  water  are  made  by  the  Borough  Engineer,  and 
periodical  samples  of  water  are  taken  and  analysed  by  the 
Public  Analyst,  from  the  consumers’  taps. 

3.  The  water  has  no  plumbo-solvent  action. 

4.  No  specific  contamination  has  been  identified  but  the 
Corporation  has  taken  all  possible  steps  to  avoid  pollution  by 
acquiring  control  of  the  whole  of  the  Gathering  Grounds  to 
Trentabank  and  Ridgegate  Reservoirs. 

5.  With  the  exception  of  a  few  outlying  houses  and 
farms,  above  the  level  of  the  gravity  supply,  the  whole  of  the 
dwelling  houses  within  the  Borough  are  supplied  direct  from 
public  water  mains.  There  are  no  standpipe  supplies.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

The  year  opened  with  only  the  Deputy  Chief  Inspector  and 
myself  carrying  responsibility  for  the  whole  of  the  Sanitary 
Section,  the  two  additional  Inspectors  having  resigned  to  take 
up  more  remunerative  posts. 


The  Committee  faced  with  the  problem  of  filling  the 
vacancies,  advertised  the  posts  with  an  increased  salary  and 
offered  housing  accommodation.  As  a  result  early  in  May  we 
were  joined  by  Mr.  E.  T.  Swift  from  the  City  of  Chester,  and 
in  June,  by  Mr.  B.  Mayers  from  Chesterfield.  Both  are 
experienced  Inspectors  and  possess  their  Meat  and  Other 
Foods  Certificate. 

Consequently  it  was  possible  to  restart  Inspections  on  the 
Knights  Brow  Nos.  1,  2,  and  3  Clearance  Areas  which  was  to 
include  56  houses.  Unfortunately  this  work  again  received  a 
set  back,  when  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  (Dr.  H.  R. 
Dugdale)  resigned  to  take  up  a  post  overseas,  and  the  Public 
Enquiry  had  to  be  postponed. 


Inspections 


1,098  complaints  were  investigated,  of  which  85  were 
unfounded  and  6,124  visits  of  inspection  were  made  to  premises 
in  the  Borough  for  purposes  appertaining  to  the  Acts  and 
Regulations  administered  by  the  Department.

DISEASES  OF  ANIMALS  ACT 
Regulation  of  Movement  of  Swine  Order,  1954 

Throughout  the  whole  year  licences  have  been  required  for 
the  movement  of  pigs  from  the  cattle  auction  and  these  have 
been  issued  from  the  Health  Department. 

Swine  Fever  (Infected  Areas)  Special  Order,  1958. 

Special  Restrictions  were  imposed  for  a  period  of  two 
months  m  the  latter  part  of  the  year.  All  movement  of  swine 
over  an  area  of  six  counties  became  subject  to  restrictions, 
special  notices  were  printed  and  posted  within  the  cattle  pens, 
on  public  buildings  and  at  the  slaughterhouses.  The  necessary 
licences  were  issued  from  the  Health  Department,  and  visits 
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made  to  farms  and  piggeries  to  ensure  that  newly  moved  stock 
was  properly  quarantined.  A  great  number  of  movements 
occurred  into  and  out  of  the  County  Area,  and  once  again  I  am 
pleased  to  record  that  co-operation  with  Members  of  the 
Cheshire  County  Constabulary  was  excellent. 

Swine  Fever  Order  1938. 

A  suspected  case  of  swine  fever  was  reported  from  a 
farm  in  the  Borough.  After  notifying  the  Ministry,  the  farm 
was  placed  under  restrictions.  Examination  of  the  movement 
book  showed  that  a  pig  from  the  affected  farm  had  been  moved 
to  another  farm  within  the  preceding  twenty-eight  days  and 
the  second  farm  was  also  placed  under  restrictions.  The  out¬ 
break  was  confirmed  by  the  Ministry  and  further  deaths 
occurred,  the  carcases  being  disposed  of  in  accordance  with 
the  Regulations.  The  remainder  of  the  pigs  were  slaughtered 
on  the  premises,  subjected  to  post-mortem  inspection  and 
showing  no  sign  of  infection  the  carcases  were  released  for 
human  consumption. 

Anthrax  Order,  1938. 

Two  cases  of  suspected  Anthrax  were  notified  during  the 
year.  They  were  not  confirmed  by  bacteriological  examination 
of  the  beasts  concerned. 

Foot  and  Mouth  Disease  Order,  1938. 

Eighty  infected  area  orders  were  issued  by  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  Fisheries  and  Food  during  the  year,  none  of  the 
orders  affected  the  Borough  or  adjoining  Authorities  and  no 
action  has  been  required.

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CLEANSING  SECTION 

The  collection  of  refuse  throughout  the  Borough  has  been 
maintained  on  a  regular  weekly  basis,  and  although  the 
number  of  dwellings  has  gradually  increased  the  rounds  newly 
formed  in  1956  are  still  able  to  meet  the  demands,  due  to  the 
introduction  of  power  presses  to  two  of  the  Fore/Aft  rear  load¬ 
ing  vehicles.  These  power  presses  have  proved  economical  in 
so  far  that  these  particular  vehicles  are  only  required  to 
journey  to  the  Danes  Moss  Tip  for  unloading  three  times  a  day 
as  against  the  original  four  journeys.  A  normal  rear  loading 
vehicle’s  capacity  is  approximately  200  bins  which  is  now  able 
to  take,  due  to  the  cramming  action  of  the  power  presses,  300 
bins  per  load. 

The  year  may  be  marked  by  the  introduction  of  diesel 
engined  vehicles,  first  by  the  purchase  of  a  Ferguson  Tractor 
and  Trailer.  This  is  used  both  for  specific  refuse  collection  and 
the  removal  of  street  scavenging,  and  has  proved  its  ability 
under  abnormal  conditions  of  refuse  collection  during  the  short 
period  of  snow  when  the  regular  weekly  collection  was  main¬ 
tained  on  the  Eastern  side  of  the  town,  notably  in  the  Blake- 
low  and  Buxton  Old  Road  areas.  In  the  past  it  has  not  been 
uncommon  for  houses  in  these  areas  to  wait  two  to  three  weeks 
before  a  vehicle  could  reach  them. 

Secondly  by  the  purchase  and  introduction  of  the  most 
modern  type  of  mechanical  brushing  equipment,  the  machine 
being  known  as  the  “Lewin  Mechanical  Orderly.”  The  out¬ 
standing  advantage  of  this  machine  is  the  channel  scrubber 
Which  is  fitted  with  steel  bristles.  The  circular  movement  of 
this  adaption  ensures  the  removal  of  dirt  which  has  become 
consolidated  in  the  channels  of  the  streets,  thus  giving  a 
cleaner  finish  to  the  brushing  operation.  In  addition,  the 
machine  is  operated  entirely  by  the  driver  and  has  abolished 
the  necessity  of  an  attendant. 

Street  cleansing  during  Autumn  due  to  the  fall  of  the 
leaves  and  in  winter  because  of  the  large  quantity  of  grit  and 
sand  thrown  down  during  snow  and  frost  has  been  speeded  up 
with  the  useful  brush  attachment  fitted  to  the  Ferguson 
Tractor.  The  time  taken  to  deal  with  this  type  of  scavenging 
has  been  reduced  by  approximately  half,  enabling  the  normal 
scavenging  to  be  resumed  earlier.
